laying football overseas is no ‘easy 

‘thing to do for an Australian - just 

ask former young Socceroo Dino 
Mennillo, The left-sided player_recently 
returned to Sydney, after spending three- 
and-half months overseas at three differ- 
ent clubs. 

Dino departed from the Wolves early this 
year, to start a new career and to fulfil his 
| life-long dream of playing overseas football. 

“It was something I always wanted to do 
ever since I was a young boy. My ambition 
of one day playing in England was always in 
my head, and at the age of 26, | had nothing 
to lose once I was given a trial by English 
side Bradford,” said Dino. 

“Unfortunately in football, it's hard to 
trust new people around you, and three days 
prior to my arrival at Bradford I was rocked 
with some bad news. The club were not will- 
ing to sign any more players until the current 
‘squad was cut. 

‘They said all was well and that I would 
sign a contract once I returned from my hon- 
eymoon, I had agreed to their terms but did 
not put pen to paper and that was my mis- 
take, I trusted them too much. I had two 
options, one was to stay in Bradford and play 
the waiting game until there was room for 
me, and the other was to search for another 
English club. 

My manager had offers from a couple of 
First Division sides, Stoke City and Walsall 
were the two that really caught my eye,” said 
the former Adelaide City player. 

Walsall was the next destination for 
Mennillo, being apart of the English First 
Division, it was a club that looked very 
promising. 

“J started training with Walsall, the club 
took care of me, it was a team ready to tack- 
Te the big guns of the first division. All was 
well until the manager bought three foreign 
left-sided players. The manager made it clear 
tome, 

that my spot in the side was at risk and 
that I would be either benched or not even 
considered for the squad. A couple of days 
later, I got a phone call from my former 
Wollongong Wolves coach Nick 
Theodorakopoulos. 

Nick was the coach of Greek Second 


Division side Kallithea and spoke to me 
about coming to Greece as he heard I was 
upset about my move to England,” said 
Mennillo. 

After his stint at Walsall, Dino agreed to 
sign a one-year deal at Greek Second 
Division side Kallithea. 

“My move to Greece was a tough deci- 
sion, but instead of returning home, I thought 
I'd give it one last crack at playing overseas.

The problem for soccer in 
Australia from day one (in 1880) 
was that it was the Johnny Come 
Lately football code. 

Aussie Rules in the Southern 
States and Rugby in NSW, QLD 
are already well established. It 
appears that a deal was done 
between the established football 
codes between the established 
football codes in Australia (Aussie 
Rules/Rugby) and the British 
Soccer authorities.

has warned that the hoopla 
over the friendly against 
France could distract the 
Socceroos from the ulti- 
mate prize of World Cup 
qualification. 

“We can’t get carried 
away about it.

“Obviously the France 
game is very important 
preparation, but at the end of 
the day, it doesn’t matter if 
we don’t beat France, as long 
as we qualify,” he said, 

“For us, it’s not a case of 
thinking that France is com- 
ing out, we've got to win. 
For us, it’s preparation for 
the World Cup qualifiers.” 

“Apart from —_—the 
Confederations Cup tourna- 
ment, when the Spanish 
League and the Italian 
‘League were still competing, 
every other international that 
you see France play in, 
they’ve always got their top 
side there,” Schwarzer said.

jollowing an angry flight from 

New Zealand, the world of gift- 

ed player Con Boutsianis large- 
ly has been confined to exile - for the 
time being anyway. The lethal left- 
foot forward might be back at South 
Melbourne soon - and if the South 
fans have their say, it could not come 
soon enough. 

‘The left midfielder, best known for 
his dead-ball accuracy on goal, had a 
brilliant last season with South. It 
earned him a Socceroos’ place, but he 
chose to trail coach Mike Petersen to 
the Football Kingz in Auckland rather 
than stay at Bob Jane stadium. 

Petersen controversially defected 
across the Tasman from South to the 
Kingz after only one season, in which 
he guided the Lakesiders to a minor 
national soccer league premiership and 
a losing grand final. 

The charge across the water has 
always left a bitter taste with the Albert

Park hierarchy - and although it will 
never forgive Petersen, it still could 
embrace Boutsianis back into the fold. 

When Petersen deserted his spiritual 
football cradle, he took with him a host 
of other players and staff. Apart from 
‘Boutsi’, others taking flight were Vas 
Kalogeracos, Andy Vlahos and ‘keeper 
Michael Theoklitos as well as fitness 
trainer Darren Welch and Michael’s 
brother 

Andrew as team manager. 

Written in his one-year contract, 
Boutsianis was allowed to have a per- 
sonal trainer, Mirko Jelicic, Boutsianis 
stores great faith in Jelicic, who had 
also assisted him at his previous club 
Perth Glory (and at South), maintaining 
him in peak fitness. 

But the pair are back in Melbourne 
after a serious falling out with the 
Kingz and Petersen more than a month 
ago. 

Boutsianis has been in and out of 
South Melbourne oyer several years. 
He was in the side from 1989 to 1995, 
drifted away for two years and returned 


in 1997 for a season. 

In 1998, having scored the winning 
goal in the grand final, he was cut loose 
by the South Melbourne'board, when he 
was charged with being the driver of a 
getaway car involved in a robbery on a 
Melbourne restaurant. 

He joined Perth Glory and returned 
last season, enticed by playing under 
his long-time friend Petersen, who'd 
then taken up the coaching position at 
South. But now the two have had major 
differences and the friendship has 
soured somewhat. 

Boutsianis has vowed never to return 
to the Kingz, who so far have insisted 
he must honour his one-year contract. 
But Boutsianis stated, “There’s no 
way.” 

Petersen also fell out with 
Kalogeracos, who has been released by 
the Kingz and also is looking for anoth- 
erclub. 

After his side was trounced 7-2 by 
Perth, Petersen resigned from the Kingz 
and also has retumed to Melbourne. 
Petersen extracted only one point from 
four games and ironically eared the 
single point with a scoreless draw at 
home to South Melbourne. 

South coach Eddie Kmcevic is not 
ayerse to signing Boutsianis. His side 
has been crippled by injuries and is with 
only a point in five rounds from four 
matches and a bye. The pressure is on 
Kmeevic to get results and quickly as 
the shortened season is slipping away. 

Having leamed of Boutsianis’s return 
and asked if he was interested, 
Kmeevic said, “Absolutely, Boutsianis 
is a quality player. We'd be interested in 
talking with him.” 

Last week South Melbourne began 
negotiations with the Kingz. “If Con 
Boutsianis is going to be transferred, it 
will be a combination of a transfer fee

and other costs. Any figure we'd talk 
about will be between the club and us,” 
Kingz director Chris Turner said. 

The New Zealanders are said to be 
asking $150,000, including legal costs 
and money Boutsianis is said to owe in 
fines, for his release, which is on the 
high side for the cash-strapped 
Melbourne club, 

Obviously, Boutsianis is keen to 
rejoin South and once again resurrect 
his career, He believes the Kingz are 
waging a vendetta against him by not 


releasing him, 

“They released Mike Petersen (from 
his two-year contract). They released 

Vas (Kalogeracos), so why am I not 
getting a release? They're stopping me 
from player. Do they want to destroy 
my career?” Boutsianis asked, Krncevic 
agreed, “It seems a bit vindictive.” 

If Boutsianis is unable to resolve his 
differences with the Kingz, his case is

A 5-3 loss 
to Marconi.and a 7-2 demolition by Perth Glory, the 
Kingz’s biggest toss, put Petersen in the firing line 
and turned Kingz into paupers. 

His sole point, possibly the only bright candle in a 
line of darkness, came from the home game against 
his former club South Melbourne, 

The Kingz got away with a scoreless draw while 
their goalkeeper should have been sent off for a pro- 
fessional foul. It could have been another Kingz loss 
and a first-up win for South, not to mention revenge 
on Petersen for the Lakesiders. There were a lot of 
mixed emotions and mixed feelings after the game.

FIFA WOMEN’S COMMITTEE MEETING 

‘The FIFA Committee For Women’s Football, chaired by 
Per Ravn Omdal of Norway, met last week at FIFA head- 
quarters in Zurich, Switzerland, A number of key matters 
came out of the meeting, as follows - 


WOMEN'S WORLD CUP CHINA 2003 

A detailed presentation was made to the Committee on 
the next Women’s World Cup. Four cities in China will host 
the matches - Shanghai, Hangzhou, Wuban, and Chengdu - 
over the period 28 September to 16 October 2003. Sixteen 
will again be the number of nations to qualify for the finals 
tournament. 

U19 Women’s World Championship Canada 2002 

A full report on the inaugural U19 Championship was 
made to the Committee following the recent site inspection 
in the Canadian host cities of Edmonton, Vancouver, and 
Victoria. The finals tournament is scheduled for 17 August 
to 1 September 2002. Nearlf 100 teams have already 
centered the qualifiers for the 12 finals places. 


OLYMPIC GAMES ATHENS 2004 
‘The Committee has made the strong recommend: 
that “for sporting reasons” the number of parti 
nations remains at 12 for Athens 2004, ‘This was the figure 
originally confirmed by the International Olympic 
‘Committee, who had since suggested ‘hat this be reduced to 
only 10 teams, 

This issue is on the agenda for a a meeting between FIFA 
and IOC delegations, to be headed by FIFA President Sepp 
Blatter and new IOC President Dr Jacques Rogge at IOC 
headquarters in Lausanne this coming Wednesday, 


FEMALE REFEREES 
The Committee requested FIFA General Secretary 
Michel Zen-Ruffinen to develop a system that would 
encourage the six Confederations to increase the number of 
female referees officiating not only at women’s matches-but 
also at certain men’s matches. 


FIFA RANKINGS 
FIFA is planning to introduce a monthly ranking for 
women’s national teams, to commence from the second half 
of next year. The men’s FIFA rankings have been in exis- 
tence since 1993. 


WORLD PLAYER OF THE YEAR 
FIFA will present for the first time the Women’s World 
Player of the Year award at its 11th World Player of the Year 
Gala in Zurich, 17 December 2001. The National Women’s 
Coach of each country votes on this award.
